An isolated
paradise nestled between Back Bay National
Wildlife Refuge and North Carolina, this park
offers a unique opportunity to explore nature in
an unspoiled coastal environment. If you enjoy
hiking, beachcombing, fishing, nature photogra-
phy or wildlife observation, False Cape is the
place for you.To make your visit pleasant, we ask
that you observe the following regulations.

There is no vehicular access to the park. Access is
by foot or bicycle, approximately five miles
through Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge:
Refuge fees apply. False Cape is also accessible by
boat across Back Bay. Boat docks are provided at
Barbour Hill, False Cape Landing and Wash
Woods. Interior trails of Back Bay National Wildlife
Refuge are closed from Nov. 1 to March 31 yearly.
At that time, access is only via boat or the beach.

k Seasonal alternative access is available Nov. 1
through March 31.Reservations to ride the

beach transporter can be made by calling
1-800-933-PARK (7275). From April 1 through
Oct.31,atram is available to access the park.
Call (757) 426-7128 for more information.
The alternate access does not accommodate
campers/bikes.

Overnight parking for campers is only

P allowed at Little Island City Park. Daytime
parking is available at Little Island City Park
and Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge.
Parking fees apply.

K\£ pets are prohibited from April 1 to Sept. 30.
Pets are permitted Oct. 1 to March 31, only.
They must be on a leash. Horses are pro-
hibited. Call (757) 721-212 for current Back
Bay National Wildlife regualtions.

Drinkable water is available in the Barbour
Hill area of the park, but visitors should
bring containers for transporting the water
to their destination.

Primitive camping is allowed by permit only.
Permits may be obtained by calling 1-800-
933-PARK from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday
through Friday. Camping is limited to six
people per site and 14 nights in any 30-
day period. No open fires are permitted.

A special game management program is
conducted for one week in October.The
park is closed to all other activities during
that time. For more information, contact
the park at (757) 426-7128.

Please keep impact to the park at a mini-
mum.When leaving, take everything you
brought and stay on designated trails and
the beach. Please stay off the dunes.

Biting insects are numerous; insect repel-
lent is a must. Sunscreen and a hat are also
recommended during summer months.

Be aware of the poisonous eastern cotton-
mouth snake, also known as the water
moccasin.

False Cape offers seasonal interpretive canoe
and kayak treks and park tours. Please call
(757) 426-7128 for more information.
